viding Direct Distance Dialing for 
the Grayling Area. The date set for 
establishing direct distance dialing, 
is September 17, 1967. However to 
insure that a good grade of service 
will be provided during tHe coming 
summer it became necessary to 
fake a part of the calls off of the 
Roscommon Switch Board.

“The method of placing a long 
distance call will remain the same 
for this summer,” A. R. Murphy, 
District Manager stated. ‘'The only 
change will be in the service calls. 
Information will be reached by 
dialing 113 and repair service by 
dialing 114.” : 

The coin telephones at Camp 
Grayling as well as several in Gray- 
ling itself will be changed to long 
distance only, as they were last 
summer. By routing these stations 
directly to the long-distance opera- 
tors, the local customers will not 
have to compete with these calls in 
the switching equipment. 

“The Business office for Grayling 
will remain in Roscommon to serve 
any of our customers ‘who have any 
questions concerning. their serv- 
ice.””’ Murphy concluded.

‘War I and ‘World War II, aceord- 
ing to the Veterans Administration. 

Those veterans who saw service- 
solely in the Korean War will not 
be eligible for any part of this 
melon because of the type of insur- 
ance they hold. ¢ 

The majority of the recipients 
|are veterans who are covered by 
'National Service Life Insurance, 
which was issued for World War II 
service. The others who will share 


hold U. S. Government life Insur- 
ance policies. 

The 160 men and women who will 
be on the receiving end in Craw- 
ford County comprise nearly one- 
fifth of the local (pre-Vietnam) 
veterans, listed at 779 in the latest 
Government count. 

Those who saw service in the 
first World War will get dividends 
averaging $76 each. The others 
will average $46. 

The $7,700 in local payments will 
generate added business activity in 
the area, it is expected, as it cir- 
eulates and re-circulates. 

Nationally, reports the Veterans 
Administration, there are 4,222,000 
World War II veterans and 196,000 
of World War I who have retained; 
their GI insurance and will partici- 
pate in this distribution. The num- 
ber is about 200,000 smaller than 
it was a year ago. 

What they are receiving at this 
time, it is explained, is a return 
of part of the premiums they have 
paid on their insurance policies. 

The refund became possible be- 
cause the death rate among ex-ser- 
vicemen has been lower than was 
expected when the premium rate 
was Set. 

Local veterans will receive their 
checks on the anniversary dates of 
their policies ,the administration 
states. e preparing diid 
ing of them is automatic.

apt to view themselves in a favor- 
able light. And this self-confidence 
will give them a hetter outlook on 
life.
